The Fifth Day's Proceedings of the Pres.
byterian Reformed General Synod -The
Business of the Morning Session.

The sesslons of the Presbyterian 8ynod were
continued this morning, In the Fourth Reformed
Presbyterian Chuoreh, northwest corner of
Eighteenth and Filbert streets,

A bhalf hour was spent in devotional exerclees,
the Moderator, Rev. Dr. Thompaon, presiding.
The subject for discussion waa announced as
““The Advantages of Covenanting,” which was
discussed by Hev. Dr. MeLeod and other mem-
bere of the synod, 5

When business was resumed the minutes of
the [u;levloun dny's sessions were read and ap-
proved.

The Committee on Presbyterial Reports made a
repert which stated there was much canse for
thankfulness shown by the reports from the presby-
teries. But one organigation had been lost to the
connection during the year, The committee re-
guested the presbyteries to send statistical tables
with thelr reports in future.

The report was receved and atprm-nd.

An invitation from the Union League, inviting the
gynod to visit the League House, was presented and
received with thanks,

The Moderator anrounced the following names,
one from eaoh greahyu-rj'.

Mr. Rentoul, the punligher of the sashor|zed poetl-
ca! chorch verson of the Psalmeof David, made gn
address concerning the proposed revision of the
Psaim Book,

The Commitiee on the Records of Presbyteries
made & report, which was recelved and adopted

The Committes on the Signs of the Times made n
report, expressing great thapkfulness for the com-
pletion of various nors of justice which have lately
taken place In Earope., Some of these were ln the
downfusll of the head of the Roman, Choyeli and the
overthrow of the French empire. The committes
recommend that the Church observe as a day of
thankegiving jhe last Thursiday of November next,
in addition to the day set apart by tne civil authoris
ties, The commities also recommend that the frac
dayv of Jannary next be ohsarved a8 a day of fastiog
and prayer for the sins of the Church,

The hour of half-past two o'clack P, M, was fixed
a8 the time for the meeting of the Board of Foreign
Migstons,

The synod then adionrned untll afternoon, (n
order to visit In a body several places of public
merest.

Toe Denmocraric City Execurive CoMyir-
ree.—Last night an interesting meeting of this
influential body, which rulez the destinles of
our local Democracy, was held, with Alderman
McMullin in the President's chair. A protracted
debate sprung up on the question to postpone
the convention to nominate Mayor until Sep-
tember, and by this delay galn any advantages
that might be developed by the wenkness of the
opposition. Without coming to a conclugion on
this point, the selection of persons to organize
the varions city and county conventlons was
made, Bquire McMuollin was selected to see
thie Mayor's Convention fully Inunched into the
sen of noisy discussion, and the meeting was
then adjourned.

Bhor i afterwards they returned and
stormed the house with bricks, and when Miss
Ziegler went out to return the fire, Applegate
hit her on the face with a steel knnckle.

The defense offered a speech of coungel deny-
ing the facts, and urging that there could be no
conviction on the second count, because the
weapon, instead of being concealed, was nsed
openly. Jury out.

James Logue and John Jenkins, allas Walker,
were put on trial for entering the hounse of
Conrad Hopf, No. 1330 Girard avenue, with
intent to gteal.

The Indlans were al the Interior Dapartment
agnin this morning, and indunlged in another
talk with the Commissioner. Vincent Colyer
was present and took part in the conference,

The chiefs related subsiantially the same
glories that were told vesterday. Little Raven
presented the Commisgloner with a pipe and a
filnely worked buffalo robe, which he drew from
bis own shoulders and threw around the Com-
misioner. Beveral of them to-day were in their
savage costume, nnd had thelr faces palnted,
Indian etiquette requiring it, as tLey proposed
vieitiog the President.

After a short conncll they were taken to the
Executive Mansion, after which they took a
stroll through the town, and returned to the
Indian Office to hear the Uommissioner's re-
sponse to thelr request. They will probably
leave Washington this evening for Philadelphia,

The President glve: permission to Little Raven
to viglt the Northern Cheyennes and Arrapahoes
for the purpose of bringing them sonth, and
will also allow limited quantities of ammunition
to be supplied to thelr people. He will usk
Congrees to define the boundaries of their resor-
vation.

The President has expressed the opinion that
a member of the Board of Indian Commissiovers
should visit Arizona for the purpose of investi-
gating the difficulties constantly reported from
that region, and endeavor to promole peace,

THE DUNGEOXN.

A Deseription of the Horrible Dangeon In
MW hich the Corvespondents withh Double
Salarvics arvre Detalned ~Senatorvial Brue
tality.

From the Washingten Sunday Herald,

On Thursday last, alier the adjournment of
the Senate, Messra, Wnite and HRamasdell, the
“contumacious” correspondents, were formally
handed over Lo the custody of the Bergeant-at-
Arms. They were escorted from the Senate
Chamber to an ante-room by Vice-President
Colfux, who took one on each arm. Here they
held quite o levee, and were called on not only
by their friends, but by maany sympathizing
strangers and Senators.

Later they were condueted to the quarters
asgigned to them in the room of the Senate
Committee on Paclie Rallroads. They were
afterwards released for a short time on parole,
to vigit their families and arrange thelir business
affairs, They then returned to thelr dungeon,
where Bergeant-at-Arms French had meantime
provided sleeping accommaodations, This dun-
geon Is o large and pleasant room on the west
front of the Senate wing, and on the same floor
with the galleries. The two windows look down
upon the beautiful grounds of the Capitol, and
out upon the city, with the Potomac and the
Virginia ghore in the distance.

In a smaller room, opening out of the larger
one, are two comfortablelslngle beds and tollet
counveniences, with hot and cold water at com-
mand.
